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On  Nov.  7,  1910,  in  Ime  second  season  of  Henry  Russell’s  reign  at 
the  Boston  Opera  House,  Leon  Sibiriakoff  speared  on  the  stage  as  Me- 1 
phistopheles  in  Boito’s  opera.  He  was  a tall,  stalwart  person  with  a voice 
known  to  the  Germans  as  a “beer-bass.”  He  roared  lustily  at  the  unseen 
angels  in  the  heaven  above.  Some  in  the  audlienco  were  mightily  im- 
rrfco.tcd.  One  of  the  male  patrons,  now  dead,  after  the  first  act  .said  en- 
thusiastically to  Mr.  Jordan,  so  that  those  standing  near  could  hear:  ' 
“There,  that's  w'hat  I call  a bass,”  and  he  put  a heavy  emphasis  on  the 
pronoun  “I.”  Others,  perhaps  less  cock-sure  of  their  own  opinion,  were  not 
so  enthusiastic. 

Mr.  Sibiriakoff  also  took  the  part  in  that  month  of  Mephistopheies  in 
Gounod’s  opera,  and  was  heard  as  Don  Basilio  in  “The  Barber  of  Seville.” 
After  Dec.  9 he  was  seen  no  more.  It  could  not  be  said  of  so  robust  a 
person  that  he  vanished  into  thin  air;  but  he  disappeared.  It  was  whis- 
pered at  the  time  that  he  had  been  grossly  impertinent  to  the  wife  of 
the  manager;  but  many  rumors  about  the  members  of  the  opera  company 
were  flying  about.  They  added  to  the  gayety  of  the  time  and  broadened 
the  social  horizon. 

Ah,  if  one  only  had  the  courage  to  w'rite  the  aesthetic  and  social  his- 
tory of  the  Boston  Opera  Company  from  the  beginning  to  the  end!  What 
an  entertaining  little  book  it  would  be!  But  the  edition  would  necessarily 
be  limited  and  privately  printed,  sold,  like  Mr.  Herkimer  Johnson’s  colos- 
sal work,  only  to  subscribers.  Even  then  the  writer  might  be  obliged  to 
leave  Boston,  sporting  false  whiskers,  and  between  trains. 

Some  ingenuous  person  may  ask:  “Why  speak  of  the  forgotten  Leon 
Sibiriakoff  at  this  late  day?”  Because  La  Semaine  Musicale  of  Paris  on 
the  third  of  this  month  contained  the  announcement  that  on  April  15  Leon 
Sibiriakoff,  bass,  with  the  assistance  of  Tamara  Steckiewicz,  singer, 
would  give  a recital  in  Paris  when  arias  and  songs  by  Gomez,  Glinka, 
Borodin,  Rimsky-Korsakov,  Schubert,  Verdi,  Delibes  and  Moussorgsky 
would  be  sung.  The  accompanist  is  named:  B.  A.  Rachmaninoff.  Is  he 
related  to  Serge?  i 

So,  15  years  after  he  was  in  Boston,  Mr.  Sibiriakoff  turns  up  in  Paris. 
What  has  he  been  doing  in  the  mean  time?  Was  he  forced  to  leave  Russia 
by  the  soviet  government?  Possibly,  because  it  is  said  by  those  who 
have  recently  been  in  Russia,  Fannie  Hurst  among  them,  that  this  gov- 
ernment encourages  art  in  the  opera  house  and  theaWe,  and  that  the 
artists,  in  whose  souls  no  merchant  traffics,  sing  for  sheer  love  of  art. 

We  note  that  at  Mr.  Sibiriakoff’s  recital  the  price  of  tickets  ranges  ! 
from  5 to  30  francs,  so  enjoyment  is  within  the  reach  of  the  humblest. 

What  has  become  of  those  who  sung  here  in  opera  with  Mr.  Sibi-  j 
riakoff  ? Robert  Lassalle,  a tenor  and  a poor  one,  w'ent  back  to  Paris 
and  held  a leading  position  at  the  I^aris  opera.  Giaccone,  we  understand, 
Is  dead.  Mr.  Stroesco  has  given  recitals  in  London  with  marked  success. 
Mme.  Alda  is  -still  with  the  Metropolitan.  Mme.  Carmen  Melis,  the 
beautiful  Carmen  Melis,  sings  and  is  applauded  in  Italy.  Mme.  Claessens 
was  here  yesterday,  singing  with  unquenched  fervor.  Amoldo  Conti,  the 
conductor,  w-ho  worked  indefatigably,  is  dead.  Alice  Nielsen,  happily 
married,  retired  from  the  stage,  and  so  did  Jeska  Swartz,  now  Mrs. 
Morse,  a charming  Siebel  when  Mr.  Sibiriakoff  shooed  her  from  the 
village  dance,  though  she  was  again  seen  as  Haensel  yesterday.  George 
Baklanoff  has  matured  greatly  in  his  art,  which  was  fully  appreciated 
here  when  he  appeared  recently  as  Escamillo,  Golaud  and  in  “The  Love  of 
the  Three  Kings.  Is  Marie  Mattfeld  still  living?  She  was  alive  a few 
years  ago.  She  has  had  a long  life  on  the  stage,  for  she  was  touring  with 
the  Damrosch  company  in  1896.  Herman  Jadlowker,  the  last  we  heard  of 
hmi,  was  singing  in  Berlin.  What  became  of  Frederick  Huddy? 

Lydia  Lipkowska,  unforgettable  as  Lakme,  marri<;d  to  a French  officer, 
who  rescued  her  and  her  daughtei  at  Odessa,  has  been  singing  in  Japan, 
China  and  India.  Anne  Roberts,  of  whom  much  Avas  expected — her  French 
diction  was  admirable — married  and  left  the  stage.  Constantino,  the 
useful  tenor,  is  dead.  He  used  to  accuse  the  manager  of  not  sufficiently 
interesting  the  critics  in  him.

Audiences  assembling  at  the  Boston 
Opera  House,  beginning  a week  from 
Monday,  when  the  regular  season 
there  will  open,  will  see  a great  many 
changes  in  the  interior  that  Manager 
McCarty  has  made.  This  is  particu- 
larly the  case  in  the  auditorium.  The

If  I 
were  not  satisfied  that  this  is  a fact — 
and  from  my  long  experience  I should 
be  capable  of  judging— I would  not 
have  taken  the  Boston  Opera  House. 
If  I do  not  get  the  large  patronage 
that  I anticipate,  it  will  be  my  fault 
and  not  the  fault  of  the  Boston  pub- 
lic. ' 


Manager  McCart  , speaking  of  the 
new  Boston  Opera  House  and  his  pol- 
icy yesterday,  had  some  interesting  ] 
things  to  say — as  to  the  character  of  i 
the  house,  the  shows  which  he  pro-  ■ 
poses  to  inaugurate  and  the  personnel 
connected  therewith.

S^ry  Russell^  a‘'Tormer 
manager,  who,  by  and  largo,  has  had  a 
picturesque  life,  of  it,  is  over  in  New 
York.  Russell  once  directed  opera  in 
Boston.  It  was  very  generously 
1 financed,  and  It  is  probable  that  few 
managers  in  the  history  of  opera  had 
the  way  so  smoothly  paved  for  them, 
or  such  possibilities  at  their  disposal 
for  making  an  artistic  reputation  for 
themselves  and  the  institution  the^  di- 
rected. But  Russell’s  opera  was  a 
failure,  at  least  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  directors  and  the  public.  True,  the 
five  seasons  during  which  Bostonians 
were  called  on  to  make  good  the  con- 
stantly recurring  deficits  of  Russell’s 
regime  represented  probably  the  most 
comfortable  and  affluent  period  of  that 
gentleman’s  career.  Nevertheless.  Bos- 
ton finally  gave  up  Mr.  Russell’s  opera, 
and  all  his  pleadings  and  arguments  to 
be  allowed  to  remain  fell  on  deaf  ears. 
The  former  backers  could  not  see  it 
their  way  to  give  him  any  further  rope. 
jHence  the  Boston  Opera  House,  planned 
as  a permanent  home  of  opera,  is  let 
out  today  tff  whatever  show  will  inhabit 
the  building  for  a few  weeks.  And  now 
it  is  that  our  dear  unique  friend  of 
former  days  speaks  up  from  New  York, 
and  discovers  that  Bostonians  are

Opera  House  will  be  under  the  local 
management  of  E.  D.  Smith,  who  is  the 
general  manager  of  onr  Boston  houses, 
the  Shubert,  Wilbur,  Majestic  and  Ply- 
mouth, and  any  iiupiiries  regarding  ren- 
tal for  special  performances,  public 
meetings,  etc.,  should  be  addressed  to 
him  at  the  Shubert  Theatre.” 

'fhe  Boston  Opera  House,  which  Is  one 
of  the  finest  buildings  of  the  kind  in  the 
world,  was  dedicated  Nov.  8,  1909,  with 
tlie  late  Afme.  i.illlan  Nordlca  and  Flor- 
enclo  Constantino  In  the  leading  roles  of 
PonchJclll's  "Iia.  Gioconda.”  The  dcdica- 
tino  of  the  building,  which  seats  nearly 
3000,  was  something  more  than  an  im- 
portant social  event- it  was  a striking 
spectacle.  It  immediately  had  a marked 
influence  on  the  musical  taste  of  the 
community  and  on  the  future  of  his- 
tory of  music  in.  this  city.  The  building 
was  a monument  to  the  public  spirit  and 
generosity  of  Eben  D.  Jordan,  and  al- 
though he  has  passed  away,  his  name 
will  always  be  associated  with  ihe  siilen- 
did  structure  now  owned  by  the  f-hu- 
berts. 
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Boston  Opera  House  Has 
Had  a Checkered  Career

Down  througii  the  years,  sur- 
mounting financfel  difficulties,  musi- 
cal rivalries  aud  competition,  labor 
disputes  and  even  a dynamite  bomb- 
ing, the  Bostow  Opera  House  has 
stood  as  a monument  to  Boston  cul- 
ture. 

Today,  after  more  than  30  years 
of  musical  triumph,  during  which 
the  brightest  luminaries  of  the  opera 
world  trod  its  stage,  the  fate  of  the 
Boston  Opera  House  hangs  in  deli- 
cate balance — for  a test  to  determine 
whether  teh  famous  institution  can 
survive  one  more  storm. 

DINE  AND  DANCE  PALACE 
Picture  the  staid,  dignified 
Boston  Opera  House  transformed 
into  a Hunington  avenue  dine- 
and-dance  palace.  Or  Ims  terminal. 
Or  super-market  waffdng  onion- 
and-garlic  odors  where  have  re- 
sounded the  golden  voices  of  Luisa 
Tetrazzini,  Frances  Alda,  Gerald- 
ine Farrar,  Lina  Cavalieri  and 
countless  others. 

It  can  happen.  It  may. 

Years  before  the  opera  house  be- 
came a reality,  it  was  only  a hope- 
for  dream  of  a small  group  of  Boston 
music  lovers.  Helping  to  make  it  a 
reality  was  Eben.  D.  Jordan,  long 
time  president  of  the  Boston  Opera 
Company.  And  it  was  on  Nov.  30. 
1908,  that  Mr.  Jordssn,  in  the  presence 
of  numerous  dignataries,  including 
Gov.  Guild,  laid  a Deer  Island 
granite  cornerstone  and  smoothed 
it  over  with  a silver  trowel. 

IN  THE  CORNERSTONE 
In  the  cornerstone  are  phonograph 
records  made  by  Caruso,  Homer, 
Farrar,  Alice  Nielsen  and  others. 
With  these  are  documents  from 
many  Boston  musical  societies. 

The  troubles  which  have  been  in- 
termingled with  the  history  of  the 
opera  house  began  even  before  the 
building  was  completed  for  its  gala 
opening  on  Nov.  7,  19^,  with  the 
presentation  of  “La  ~ Gioconda.” 
There  was  a series  of  bickerings  and 
strikes  which  for  a time  threatened! 
to  prevent  the  scheduled  dedicatory 
opening. 

Other  diCBcultles  came  up  from 
time  to  time;  intense  rivalry  with

other  musical  organiaztions  which 
somehow  seemed  to  have  Stella  at- 
tractions elsewhere  on  opera  nights; 
declarations  by  financial  supporters 
that  they  would  no  longer  continue 
to  make  up  deficits;  bankruptcy  pro- 
ceedings in  which  hundreds  of  cos- 
tumes and  settings  were  carted  away 
just  before  an  appearance  of  Anna 
Pavlova,  Russian  dancer,  and  her 
company,  and  a dynamite  bomb  plot 
which  seriously  damaged  the  build- 
ing in  1911.  Not  to  mention  a fire 
in  1932. 

HAS  MADE  HISTORY 

The  noted  Detective  William  J. 
Burns  always  maintained  the 
bombing  was  the  work  of  the 
notorious  McManigal  and  Mc- 
Namara, also  credited  with  the 
boifibing  of  the  Los  Angeles  Times, 
but  the  sleuth’s  theory  was  never 
brought  to  a test  in  court. 

Whatever  the  fate  of  one  of  Bos- 
ton’s best  known  structures,  origi- 
nally made  possible  by  nearly  a mil- 
lion dollars  in  popular  subscriptions 
and  later  sold  to  theatrical  interests, 
the  Boston  Opera  House  has  made 
history — both  musical  and  social. 

Opera 

Is  it  possible  that  the  recent 
publicity  regarding  the  sale  of. 
the  famous  Boston  white  ele- 
phant, otherwise  known  as  the 
Boston  Op^a  Hause^  .was  un- 
founded? 

Is  it  possible  tliat  ‘his  was  a 
sensational  means  of  getting 
free  “for  sale”  publicity,  or  did 
the  astute  management  wish  to 
force  the  hands  of  the  sponsors 
of  our  trcmety^us  s^^n  of 
grand  opera?  * 

For  the  sal^^^f  those  quiver- 
ing in  susoense,  we  are  informed 
that  the  various  announcements 
of  the  new  uses  for  our  unused 
opera  home  are  premature  to 
say  the  least. 

Not  that  this  reviewer  gives 
one  continental  whether  or  not 
they  turn  the  house  into  a super- 
market, or  into  a garage,  or  tear 
it  down,  or  burn  it  down,  or 
blow  it  up. 

If  a district  the  size  of  Metro- 
politan Boston  does  not  care  to 
support  a season  of  opera,  what 
does  it  want  with  an  opera 
house  anyway?  The  ten  days  or 
so  of  opera  that  we  get  here- 
abouts (at  $7.70)  are  nothing 
much  more  than  a social  holi- 
day. 

One  final  question:  Is  it  true 
that  several  of  the  guarantors  of 
the  Metropolitan  season  have 
consistently  sabotaged  any  and 
every  attempt  to  bring  a real 
season  of  opera  to  Boston?

This  is  sig 
nificant  indeed,  when  one  con- 
siders the  Metropolitan  Opera 
Company  of  New  York  was  saved 
by  just  such  a scheme 
And  now,  in  Saiturday’s  mail, 


the  finances  of  the  great  New 
York  Philharmonic  - Symphony 
Society,  contemporary  of  our 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  so- 
liciting funds  of  $1  to  $5  from 


any  one  interested  in  having  the 
30  Sunday  afternoon  radio  con- 
certs continued,  and  in  the  gen- 
eral maintenance  of  the  orches- 
tra. The  scheme  is  and  has  been 
successful  for  some  time. 

May  I again  refer  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  rapidly  growing  Chi- 
cago Opera  Company?  After  a 
total  collapse,  the  company 
started  on  a very  modest  scale 
a few  years  ago,  until  now  it  had . 
a prosperous  season  of  seven 
weeks,  with  every  prospect  of  a 
longer  season  the  coming  winter. 

Let  it  be  remembered  the  sea- 
son at  the  Metropolitan  is  lor 
16  weeks,  with  a supplementary 
season  in  a few  large  cities.  Just 
' watch  industrious,  up  and  com- 
ing Chicago  as  she  gradually 
approaches  that  mark. 

Both  Chicago  and  Boston 
learned  the  lesson  of  absolute 
waste  and  wanton  recklessness. 
If  Chicago  has  learned  the  lesson 
of  a safe  and  gradual  growth, 
built  on  a foundation  as  solid 
as  the  foundation  of  the  Boston 
Opera  House,  so  can  Boston. 
Here  we  look  for  culture,  and 
expect  it.  If  only  to  illustrate  In 
what  esteem  Bostonians  are  held 
in  other  parts  of  the  country, 
may  I just  cite  one  instance? 

Several  years  ago  the  national 
confederation  of  the  Federation 
of  Women’s  Clubs  was  to  be  held 
in  a mid-western  city.  Said  one 
lady;  “When  we  learned  that  the 
convention  was  to  be  held  there, 
many  cities  and  towns  organized 
clubs  for  the  study  of  grammar, 
as  we  feared  those  educated  dele- 
gates from  all  over  New  England, 
and  particularly  Boston.” 

The  same  holds  true  in  music. 
One  must  travel  in  the  South  and 
West  to  realize  that  point.

The  radio,  coupled  with  other 
means,  may  yet  save  it.

The  late  Charles  Hayden  was 
treasurer  of  the  Boston  Opera 
Company  and  he  took  a deep  in- 
terest in  its  personnel  and  finan- 
cial affairs.  He  received  a weekly 
statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures and  was  custodian  of 
all  the  vast  sums  received  from 
the  advance  sale  of  the  boxes 
and  tickets.  He  owned  a private 
box,  as  also  did  his  partner,  the 
late  Galen  L.  Stone. 

The  beauty  of  the  horseshoe, 
double  row  of  boxes,  the  refresh- 
ment room,  the  spacious  ticket 
office,  the  press  reception  room, 
the  stage,  wide  and  deep,  with 
high  arch,  the  wall  and  mov- 
able frames  and  platform  for 
painting  scenery,  four  floors  of 
dressing  rooms,  ample  wardrobe 
storage,  fine  suites  of  executive 
offices  and  electric  quipment 
par  excellence  were  not  excelled 
by  any  outfit  in  this  country, 
some  say,  world. 

The  Charles  Hayden  Founda- 
tion amounted  to  $50,000,000,  the 
income  to  be  used  for  the  better- 
ment and  uplift,  physically, 
morally  and  intellectually,  of  the 
^youths  of  Boston  and  New  York, 
or  words  to  that  effect.  Cer- 
jtainly  young  people  were  much 
[in  evidence  among  the  minor 
artists,  chorus,  ballet  supers  and 
all  students  from  schools  of 
music,  vocal  and  instrumental 
and  acting. 

Could  it  be  possible  to  prevent 
the  razing  of  the  opera  house 
by  an  appeal  to  the  management 
of  the  Charles  Hayden  Founda- 
tion for  funds  enough  to  meet 
the  present  deficit  which  over- 
hangs the  structure?

OPERA  HOUSE 
MUST  NOT  BE  RAZED 
People’s  Editor: 

The  Traveler  of  Sept.  25  carried 
the  announcement  of  the  possi- 
ble razing  of  the  famous  Boston 
Opera  House  with  all  its  noted 
traditions,  and  at  an  early  date. 

If,  as  implied,  the  city  is  to  take 
it  over  for  taxes,  is  there  not 
enough  civic  pride  to  prevent 
such  a calamity?  Could  not  the 
White  Fund  be  drawn  upon  for 
temporary  assistance,  aided,  per- 
haps, by  a radio  appeal,  similar  to 
that  of  the  successful  effort  of 
the  New  York  Metropolitan 
Opera  Company  last  winter? 

I had  the  great  pleasure  of 
playing  in  the  Boston  Opera 
House  orchestra  during  those 
gilded  days  from  1909  to  1914,  at 
which  time  the  world  war  broke 
out.  and  the  opera  never  opened 
again. 

At  that  time  the  orchestra 
numbered  73  musicians  as  com- 
pared to  86  in  the  Metropolitan, 
and  65  in  Chicago.  All  three 
companies  were  of  the  first  rank. 

In  time,  through  the  Samuel  In- 
sull  collapse,  the  Chicago  com-  ” 
pany  also  failed,  but  with  the  in- 
domitable will  and  the  business 
acumen  of  several  leading  Chi-  ' 
cago  citizens,  the  opera  finally 
got  started  again  on  a small  scale,  ; 

, until  today  it  is  approaching  ma- 
:jor  proportions.  , 

Boston  could  do  the  same  thing. 

In  this  city  there  is  a wealth  of 
musical  talent.  An  orchestra  of 
50  men,  and  a chorus  of  young 
American  boys  and  girls  could 
soon  be  assembled.  Such  forces 
would  be  perfectly  good  enough 
for  a modest  start. 

All  technicians  know  that  the 
Boston  Opera  House  is  the  last 
word  In  construction.  The  stage 
^ equipment  is  unsurpassed.  If  the 
building  could  be  saved  for  the 
[present,  no  doubt  a coterie  of 
public-spirited  citizens  could  be 
induced  to  take  it  over  and  form 
a company. 

If,  at  the  beginning,  an  Ameri- 
can business  man  like  the  late 
Charles  A.  Ellis  of  the  Boston 
Symphony,  or  the  late  George  W.[ 


Stewart  of  the  Boston  Festival, 
had  been  appointed  manager,  the 
Boston  Opera  Company  would  be 
running  yet. 

It  opened  with  Constantino, 
Nordica  and  Homer,  and  in  due 
time,  Caruso,  Melba,  Tetrazzini, 
Zenatello,  John  McCormack, 
Frieda  Hempel,  Baklanoff,  Lip- 
owski,  Muatore,  and  other  great 
stars,  too  numerous  to  mention, 
were  featured. 

j I played  in  the  orchestra  dur- 
ing the  entire  life  of  the  opera  in 
I Boston,  on  its  tours,  and  even  for 
[the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
! 1908,  so  I have  a sentimental  in- 
terest in  its  history,  and  also  its 
i possibilities.  For  parts  of  three 
[seasons  we  had  the  greatest  of 
German  conductors — Felix  Wein- 
gartner— for  the  operas  in  that 
language. 

For  generations  the  Boston 
Symphony  has  been  the  equal, 
if  not  the  peer,  of  any  orchestra 
in  the  world.  Will  Boston  allow 
the  finest  opera  house  in  the 
world  to  be  razed,  or  leased  for  a 
super  market,  or  a night  club? 
This  would  mean  the  abandon- 
ment of  grand  opera  in  Boston. 
If  some  idle  capital  could  be  re- 
leased, a part  of  private  industry 
would  be  restored,  musicians, 
singers,  stage  hands,  carpenters, 
electricians,  costumers,  milliners, 
wig  makers,  and  dress  makers 
would  be  employed,  and  trades 
people  would  soon  reap  a benefit, 
[and  this  famous  musical  center 
would  retain  its  prestige.

The  fate  of  the  Boston  Opera  House  and  of  Boston’s  annual  opera 
season  is,  or  rather  are,  still  in  the  uncertain  stage.  It  is,  however, 
safe  to  make  two  predictions:  (1)  the  Opera  House  will  be  leased  to  a 
non-theatrical  tenant,  who  will — if  conservative  reports  in  entertain- 
ment circles  are  credible — completely  alter  the  interior,  perhaps  to  make 
a broadcasting  station;  and  (2)  Bostoi^ill 
have  opera  none  the  less.^^^r  ^0 

With  regards  to  this  second  prophecy, 
the  following  are  the  facts:  The  Boston 
Opera  Association  is  determined  to  bring  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  Company  here,  next 
spring,  regardless  of  what  happens  to  the 
Opera  House,  and  members  of  that  organiza- 
tion have  been  making  investigations  to  dis- 
cover the  proper  place. 

The  Boston  Garden,  w'hich  has  been  men- 
tioned as  a possible  location  is  definitely  out. 

The  Garden  management  is  not  even  asking 
that  their  hall  be  considered.  But  two  down- 
town movie  houses  and  perhaps  a third  have  been  scrutinized,  measured 
and  carefully  considered.  Two  of  the  three  are  very  beautiful;  two 
of  the  three  have  a larger  seating  capacity  than  the 'Opera  House,  the 
third  is  almost  exactly  the  same  size. 

It  is  very  likely  that  one  of  these  motion  picture  palaces  will  be 
Boston’s  new  home  of  opera,  provided  only  that  the  opera  association 
can  make  a sufficiently  attractive  bid. 

The  opera  does  a tremendous  business,  in  terms  of  cash,  in  its 
Boston  engagement.  With  ticket  prices  ranging  from  $2  to  $7,  in  an 
auditorium  which  holds  2940  persons,  you  can  safely  estimate  that  a 
single  performance  at  the  Opera  House  brings  in  gross  receipts  of 
$12,000.  For  12  performances,  assuming  that  they  were  all  sold  out 
(and  they  usually  are)  that  would  mean  a gross  business  of  $144,000. 


'Lot  of  Money 

•yHIS  is  an  enormous  amount  of  money,  exceeding  anything  which 

any  kind  of  entertainment  can  do  in  a similar  period,  unless  you 
care  to  bring  in  the  circus  which,  of  course,  plays  in  the  huge  Boston 
Garden,  and  not  in  a theatre. 

Nevertheless,  it  seems  to  be  true  that  the  opera  company  has  ex- 
penses which  almost  entirely  devour  this  huge  sura,  so  that  the  man- 
agement of  the  Opera  House  has  never  shared  in  the  income.  The  usual 
procedure  in  the  theatre  is  for  the  owners  of  a show  to  pay  the  owners 
of  the  theatre  in  which  it  plays  30  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts.  Oc- 
casionally, under  special  circumstances,  a show  owner  rents  the  theatre 
for  a fiat  sum  per  week,  but  this  is  not  the  rule. 

The  private  business  of  the  Boston  Opera  Association  and  the  own- 
ers of  the  Opera  House  is  private  business.  It  is  generally  understood 
by  showmen,  however,  that  the  association  paid  rent  and  rent  only  to 
the  Messrs.  Shubert  when  they  brought  the  Metropolitan  company  to 
town. 

What  the  rent  was  is  also  a secret.  It  is  quoted,  however  at  some- 
where between  $5000  and  $15,000  for  the  10-day  opera  season.  Say 

it  was  $15,000  and  that  represents  only  10  per  cent — not  30  per  cent 

of  the  total  income. 

The  point  of  all  this  conjectural  figuring  is  this:  the  big  downtown 
movie  theatres  which  are  now  under  consideration  are  not  run  by 
benevolent  organizations.  They  are  operated  for  profit.  To  stop  show- 
ing movies  for  10  days  time  would  seriously  dislocate  their  usual  pol- 
icies. They  are  not  likely  to  make  the  break  unless  it  is  going  to  be 
worth  their  while. 


Two  Others  Are  Active 

IN  any  case,  the  Opera  House,  as  such,  seems  to  be  doomed.  The  only 
consolation,  from  one  point  of  view,  is  that  other  theatrical  activity 
is  pleasantly  and  profitably  increasing  in  the  Back  Bay,  what  with  the 
relighting  of  both  the  Copley  and  the  Civic  Repertory  Theatres,  both 
cf  which  have  been  pretty  much  out  of  the  picture  for  several  years. 


YOUNG  FOLK 
OONCERTS 
IMPORTANT

WHAT  assurance  have  we  that  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
will  not  share  the  fate  of  the  Boston 
Opera  Company?  How  do  we  know 
but  that  on  some  dark  tomorrow  a 
I for-sale  sign  will  not  chill  our  hearts 
as  does  the  for-sale  sign  on  the 
Opera  House  today? 

Unthinkable,  you  say.  But  we 
should  have  learned  by  now  that  no 
calarnity  is  unthinkable.  Too  many 
unthinkable  things  have  ajf%ad:^hap- 

the  Bf)?ion  Opera  Company  was 
not  self-supporting.  No  more  is  New 
York’s  Metropolitan.  And  the  Bos- 
ton Symphony,  like  all  great  orches- 
tras, cannot  pay  its  own  way,  and 
never  has.  The  annual  deficit  of 
many  thousands  of  dollars  is  met  by 
a public-spirited  body  of  men  and 
women  known  as  the  Friends  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  If  the 
sale  of  seats  fell  off  too  much  or  if 
these  yearly  contributions  were  not 
forthcoming  in  sufficient  quantity, 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
would  vanish  from  the  scene.  It  is. 
not  likely  that  the  city  would  take  it 
over.  Municipally-supported  orches- 
tras are  as  rare  in  this  country  as 
they  are  — or  were  — common  in 
■Europe.  Certainly  the  city  has 
shown  no  disposition  to  purchase  the 
Opera  House. 

To  come  to  the  point  of  this  jere- 
miad, how  can  we  safeguard  the 
future  of  the  Symphony  Orchestra, 
Boston’s  last  claim  to  musical 
supremacy?  There  is  only  one  way 
and  that  is  by  educating  the  younger 
generation.  And  the  way  in  which 
that  is  best  accomplished  is  through 
the  Symphony  Orchestra’s  own 
Youth  Concerts,  the  current  series  of 
which  begins  on  Wednesday  after-, 
noon.  Obviously,  the  young  patron 
of  today’s  Youth  Concerts  may  be- 
come tomorrow’s  subscriber  to  one 
of  the  four  series  of  Symphony  Con- 
certs proper,  or  tomorrow’s  friend 
of  the  orchestra. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past  two  sea- 
sons, the  six  Youth  Concerts  will  be 
under  the  able,  experienced,  wise  and 
tactful  guidance  of  Wheeler  Beckett. 
Mr.  Beckett’s  first  programme 
(which  exemplifies  his  well-tested 


theory  that  the  youngsters  do  not 
want  to  be  played  down  to)  assem- 
bles, as  Dr.  Koussevitzky  might  have 
assembled  them,  Mozart’s  “Fine 
Kleine  Nachtmusik,”  Beethoven’s 
Eighth  Symphony,  the  First  Ruman- 
j ian  Rhapsody  of  Enesco  (a  timely 
' item),  Debussy’s  Prelude  to  “The 
^ Afternoon  of  a Faun’’  and  the  “Fly- 
j ing  Dutchman’’  overture  of  Wagner. 
All  these  numbers,  save  Debussy’s 
' Prelude,  will  be  new  to  Mr.  Beck- 
ett’s concerts.  In  the  subsequent 
programmes  American  compositions 
will  be  heard.

Coming  back  to  the  matter  of  the 
Opera  House,  a correspondent  whose 
letter  was  printed  in  last  Sunday’s 
Post  makes  the  suggestion  that  the 
present  owners  (the  Messrs.  Shu- 
bert)  make  public  the  financial  situ- 
ation regarding  that  theatre  so  w'e 
may  all  know  just  how  much  money 
would  be  needed  to  make  the  house 
at  least  self-supporting.  In  point  of 
fact,  they  have  admitted  a loss  of 
$250,000  over  a period  of  25  years. 
This  correspondent,  like  most  of  the 
others,  thinks  the  sale  of  the  Opera 
House  and  subsequent  disappearance 
of  opera  from  our  midst  would  be  a 
great  misfortune.  Yet  among  these 
letters  was  one — not  to  the  Post — 
which  said,  in  effect,  “What’s  the 
use?’’  If,  as  this  writer  maintained, 
the  Opera  House  is  to  be  used  for 
only  10  days  of  opera,  a fortnight  of 
ballet  and  an  occasional  play  or 
musical  show,  why  should  anyone 
assume  the  financial  burden  en- 
volved? 

To  this  realistic  and  cynical  point 
of  view  one  might  reply  that  half  a 
loaf  is  better  than  none;  that  if  we 
have.  10  days  of  opera  now  we  might 
have  two  weeks,  or  even  three  in 
future.  Moreover,  the  new  subway 
will  make  the  Opera  House  far  more 
accessible  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past,  and  some  day  we  might  again 
have  a company  of  our  own.  Phila- 
delphia has  one,  and  it  has  perform- 
ances by  New  York’s  Metropolitan 
besides.  On  Tuesday  of  next  week 
the  Philadelphia  Opera  Company  will 
give  the  first  of  the  season’s  seven 
productions,  a performance  of  Tchai- 
kovsky’s “Eugene  Onegin’’  in  Eng- 
lish. Lucky  Philadelphia  can  use  its 
Academy  of  Music  for  both  sym- 
phony concerts  and  opera.  Sym- 
phony Hall  would  ill  serve  the  latter 
purpose. 

And,  returning  to  the  Symphony 
Orchestra,  the  series  of  six  Monday 
evening  and  six  Tuesday  afternoon 
concerts  begin  next  week  and  will 
end  with  those  of  April  14  and  15. 
The  first  programme,  derived  from

1909,  when  the 
massive  auditorium  was  dedicated 
with  Ponchielli’s  “La  Gioconda,”  will 
be  sold  and  converted  into  either 
a so-called  super  market  or  a bus 
terminal,  it  was  announced  last 
night. 

Other  than  to  express  determina- 
tion that  "opera  in  Boston  must 
continue,”  H.  Wendell  Endicott  of

on  Huntington  avenue,  seats  3(X)0 
persons  and  is  one  of  the  finest  of 
its  kind  in  the  world.  1 


DEAL  NEAR  COMPLETION 

} A spokesman  for  the  real  estate 
; firm  of  Cabot,  Cabot  & Forbes,  Inc., 
at  60  State  street,  which  handles 
about  $3,000,000  worth  of  property 
for  the  Hubert  interests  In  Boston,  1 
said  last  night  that  virtually  every-  [ 
thing  but  signing  of  papers  had  been 
completed  preparatory  to  sale  of  the 
Opera  House.  This  was  confirmed 
by  A.  G.  Munro,  Boston  represent- 
ative of  the  Shuberts,  who  acquired 
ownership  of  the  property  in  1918. 

Sale  of  the  Opera  House  for  other; 
uses. came  as  a shock’ to  Endicott 
last  night.

The  Metropolitan  Opera  Company 
is  .scheduled  to  come  to  Boston  dur- 
ing the  .l^ttei:  part  of  March.  'The 
msdiilfelng  director  of  that  organ!-' 
zation.  Edward  Ziegler,' was  reached^ 
by  telephone  in  New  York  by  The 
Herald  last  night,  but  he  said  the 
problem  was  solely  that  of  Endicott 
and  the  Boston  Opera  Association.

It  appeared  last  night  that  regard- 
less of  the  outcome  of  pending  nego- 
tiations for  sale  of  the  Opera  House, 
its  “horseshoe”  never  again  was  des- 
tined to  be  filled  with  matrons  of 
society  and  their  fortunes  in  Jewels. 
’The  spokesman  for  the  real  estate 
firm  said  the  building  would  be  torn 
down  to  save  about  $10,000  annually 
in  real  estate  taxes,  besides  high 
maintenance  costs  if  not  ’ sold 
promptly.  | 

Munro,  the  Shubert  representa- 
tive, said  that  opera  hever  paid  the 
taxes  on  the  property,  not  to  con- 
sider other  heavy  expenses.  It  had 
been  a losing  proposition  to  the  Shu- 
berts for  a number  of  years,  he 
added. 

The  Opera  House  was  built  by  the 
late  Eben  D.  Jordan  as  a fitting  home 
of  grand  opera  for  music  lovers  of 
Boston.  'When  it  became  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Shuberts  on  Feb.  9,  1918, 
the  deal  involved  close  to  $1,000,000, 
and  was  the  biggest  single  transfer 
of  theatrical  property  in  the  coun- 
try. Owners  of  the  Apera  House  at 
that  time  were  J.  Sumner  Draper 
and  J.  Murray  Howe. 

J.  J.  Shubert  said  at  the  time  of 
the  purchase  that  he  was  so  strongly 
impressed  with  the  wonderful  con- 
struction, the  ideal  detail  of  equip- 
ment and  the  general  magnificence 
of  the  building  that  it  became  his 
ambition  to  own  the  property  out- 
right. 

The  dedication  of  the  Opera  House 
on  Nov.  8,  1909,  with  the  late  Mme. 
Lillian  Nordica  and  Florencio  Con- 
stantino in  the  leading  roles  of  “La 
Gioconda,”  was  a striking  spectacle 
in  addition  to  ,.an  important  social 
event. 

The  extension  of  the  Huntington 
avenue  subway  comes  to  the  surface 
nearly  at  the  Opera  House.  This  is 
said  to  be  one  of  the  reasons  why 
there  have  been  offers  to  purchase 
the  property.  This  is  principally  the 
case  with  the  proponents  of  a bus 
terminal.

WOLF-FERRARI 

Ermanno  Wolf-Ferrari  was  born  in  Venice,  January 
12,  1876.  His  father,  August  Wolf,  who  had  lived  origi- 
nally in  Baden,  was  a painter.  His  mother,  Emilia 
Ferrari,  was  a native  of  Venice.  The  boy  was  the  eldest 
of  five  sons.  The  composer,  speaking  of  his  boyhood, 
said;  “As  a child  I disclosed  undeniable  musical  predi- 
lections. I had  an  extraordinary  memory  for  sounds 
and  an  accurate  ear. 

“A  photographer,  a friend  of  my  parents,  offered  to 
teach  me  to  play  the  piano,  and  when  I was  six  years 
of  age  he  gave  me  lessons.  My  progress  was  rapid. 
But  at  ten  years  no  more  lessons!  I knew  all,  if  not 
more  than  my  good  photographer  knew.  Left  to 
myself,  I had  nothing,  until  the  age  of  fifteen,  but  in- 
stinct for  my  guide.  My  imagination,  however,  was 
always  alert,  and  I composed  comedy  themes,  theat- 
rical sketches,  lively  dialogues,  and  I wrote  feverishly 
everything  that  came  into  my  head. 

“My  father  then  decided  I was  to  become  a painter, 
and  sent  me  to  the  Aktschule  at  Bonn.  I applied  my- 
self to  drawing  with  the  greatest  docility,  but,  in  spite 
of  my  industry',  I was  tormented  by  irresistible  yearn- 
ings to  write  music. 

“I  succeeded  so  well,  however,  that  my  father  sent 
me  to  the  Holsory  School  at  Munich  in  order  that  I 
might  continue  my  painting  studies.  But  there  I defi- 
nitely laid  down  the  career  which  he  had  chosen  for 
me,  and  I presented  myself  upon  my  own  initiative  to 
Rheinberger,  who  received  me  among  his  pupils. 
Rheinberger,  three  years  later,  had  nothing  more  to 
impart  to  me,  and  I returned  to  Venice  and  my  parents. 
The  die  was  cast.  I belonged  to  music.  With  great 
ardor  I threw  myself  into  work,  and  when  nineteen 
years  old  I wrote  the  text  and  the  music  of  my  first 
opera,  and  I was  lifted  to  the  heights  of  joy.” 

He  studied  seriously  after  this,  however,  and  De- 
cember 24, 1911,  in  Berlin,  his  “Jewels  of  the  Madonna” 
was  produced  for  the  first  time. 

The  composer  visited  this  country  in  1912  per- 
sonally supervising  the  production  of  his  work  in  Chi- 
cago, and  conducting  performances  of  his  cantata, 
“The  New  Life,”  in  that  city  and  in  New  York.
